THE man who master¬ 
minded the £53 million 
Securitas robbery has sen¬ 
sationally had his prison 
sentence increased from ten 
to 25 years. 

Former cage fighter Lee Murray fled 
the UK for Morrocco, where he is now 
in jail, following his part in the 2006 
Tonbridge heist. 

The 30-year-old, also known as 
Lightning, is said to have been living 
in luxury in the North African country 
before he was caught and jailed for

ten years in June, 2010. 

But at a court hearing in Rabat last 
week, Murray had his time in prison 
increased to 25 years after the prose¬ 
cution team appealed the original sen¬ 
tence, stating that it was too lenient. 

Murray, originally from Sidcup, has 
dual nationality as a Moroccan citizen 
and as a result the African country 
has refused to extradite him to 
the UK. 

A further appeal by Murray against 
his new prison sentence was also 


dismissed at the latest hearing. 

Murray had previously earned a 
lucrative contract with America’s pro¬ 
fessional fighting league the UFC as 
an expert in martial arts. 

But the hardman was identified as 
one of a gang of robbers who kid¬ 
napped Securitas manager Colin 
Dixon by pretending to be policemen 
and flagging down the his car in 
Stockbury, near Maidstone. 

Mr Dixon’s family were also kid¬ 
napped as the gang forced the 
Securitas employee to help them gain

Despite judge Bruno Tonioli 
describing her as a “Dalek in drag”, 
Ann said she could not have wished 
for “a better start to retirement”. 

Widd/s last routine was to the 
song Hello, Dolly. She is the last con¬ 
testant to be knocked out before the 
semi final stage coming up this week¬ 
end, which will include EastEnders 
actress Kara Tointon, rugby star 
Gavin Henson and Blue Peter pre¬ 
senter Matt Baker. 

However, the former political 
heavyweight will continue to strut 
her stuff as the Strictly Come 
Dancing show tours the UK in the 
beginning of 2011. 

Elsewhere on Maidstone’s celebrity 
hot list, X-Factor star Wagner was 
met by hundreds of screaming fans 
at Liquid nightclub on Friday night. 

The show’s most controversial 
singer was reportedly a hit with the 
ladies as he signed autographs and 
performed for hardcore X-Factor fans 
in the county town.

Man found in river 

AN ELDERLY man has died after 
being pulled from the freezing River 
Medway on Friday evening. 

The 64-year-old was spotted in the 
water on November 26, by a passer¬ 
by who then tried to rescue him. 

Emergency services arrived at the 
scene next to the riverbank at St Peter’s 
Street in Maidstone at around 5.30pm. 

The man, believed to be called 
Dave, was rushed to Maidstone 
Hospital but sadly died. Police are not 
treating his death as suspicious and 
the coroner has been notified.

Case adjourned 
until January

A ROCKSTAR from Maidstone has 
been charged with drug offences 
alongside infamous Libertines 
frontman Pete Doherty. 

Pete Wolfe, 42, of Heath Road, Boughton- 
Monchelsea, is accused of two counts of posses¬ 
sion of cocaine and one count of supplying 
cocaine in connection with the death of the 
Goldsmith dynasty heiress, Robin Whitehead. 

Miss Whithead, 27, had been filming a docu¬ 
mentary about the Libertines star and his 
friends when she died of a reported drugs over¬ 
dose. 

The musician known as ‘Wolfman” appeared 
at Thames Magistrates Court, London, on 
December 2 alongside his celebrity friend and 
another man. 

Robin Whitehead was the daughter of 1960s 
film-maker Peter Whitehead and Dido 
Goldsmith and she had been staying with Wolfe 
for a few days before her death at Wolfe’s east 
London flat. 

It is understood all three men will deny the 
charges and the case was adjourned for a com¬ 


mittal hearing at the same court on Januaiy 14. 

Wolfe is the lead singer of the band Wolfman 
and the Side Effects who have often supported 
Doherty’s bands, both The Libertines and later 
Babyshambles. 

Wolfe met Doherty, 31, in London in the early 
2000s and they have been close friends ever 
since, even releasing the song For Lovers 
together in 2003. 

The underground songwriter also featured on 
Doherty’s 2009 solo album Grace/Wastelands 


and a painting of Wolfe was featured in the CD 
sleeve. 

Pete Doherty has a number of links to the area, 
especially in Medway’s famous Tap’n’Tin club. 

The vocalist, known for dating supermodel 
Kate Moss, performed regularly at the 
Chatham nightspot as The Libertines gradual¬ 
ly became well known. 

Doherty often visits the pub in Railway Street 
and has performed a number of gigs at the venue, 
maintaining he has a loyal fan base in the area. 


Woof conditions 
for firefighters 

FIREFIGHTERS braved freezing tem¬ 
peratures to rescue a dog from 
Maidstone’s icy waters. 

Max, a four-year-old Boxer, fell through 
the ice at Mallards Lake at Downswood 
after chasing birds onto the frozen surface. 

His owner, Kelly Dunn, called the 
emergency services immediately and the 
water rescue crew from Larkfield 
arrived on the scene to rescue the hap¬ 
less hound. 

Station manager, Dave Escudier, head¬ 
ed up the rescue. He said: “Apparently 
Max had been chasing ducks across the 
ice when he fell in, fortunately his sister 
was sensible enough not to join him! 

“He’d been in (the water) about half an 
hour so was clearly having difficulties 
but the crews went in wearing dry suits 
and managed to rescue him using floata¬ 
tion equipment. 

‘Max came out cold but otherwise fine so 
it was a successful job for our firefighters.” 

The team is hoping that the rescue will 
serve as a safety warning to youngsters 
by reiterating the importance of staying 
away from frozen lakes and rivers dur¬ 
ing the winter months. 

Owner Kelly, was delighted when the 
crews turned up and rescued Max. She 
said: “He’d been in a long time and it was 
very worrying so we were very relieved 
when the fire crews arrived and got him 
out.” 

Car hits teen biker 

A TEENAGER biker was taken to hospi¬ 
tal in ambulance on Monday after he 
was hit by a car. 

The 16-year-old boy was involved in a 
collision with a car on Southpark Road 
in Maidstone just before rush hour. 

The youngster was taken to Maidstone 
Hospital by an ambulance crew after 
suffering what are described as ‘minor 
injuries’ in the crash.

access to the depot in Tonbridge. 

Another 14 Securitas staff were 
also made to help the robbers 
complete the heist, threatening 
them at gunpoint. 

The mob then loaded £53m in 
cash into a lorry before locking 
their victims in money cages and 
escaping from the Vale Road depot 
with the money. 

Five men were convicted of kid¬ 
napping, robbery and firearms 
charges in 2008. 

Lea Rusha, Stuart Royle, 
Jetmir Bucpapa and Roger Coutts 
were jailed indefinitely, with 
minimum terms of 15 years, after 
being convicted of taking part in 
the robbery. 

Emir Hysenaj, who secretly 
filmed the depot using a miniature 
camera, and was labelled as 
the crew’s inside man, was given 
20 years. 

And just last week, judges at the 
Court of Appeal in London dis¬ 
missed applications by Rusha, 37, 
and Bucpapa, 28, to have their con¬ 
victions overturned. 

More than £25m of the stolen 
money is still missing.

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New figures for MPs expenses 
show significant drop in claims 


THE latest MP expense claims 
have been published online includ¬ 
ing those of Maidstone’s Helen Grant. 

The Independent Parliamentary Standards 
Authority released figures showing the cash 
claimed back by politicians between May and 
August this year. 

The scheme was set up to make MPs more 
accountable to their constituents following the 
expenses scandal in 2009. 

MP Helen Grant has claimed back a total of 
£11,708 since taking up her new role in the 
Government following the general election. 

The Maidstone and Weald Conservative 
spent £1,151 on stationery as well as £2,515 on 
new computer software. The account also cov¬ 
ers rent for the MPs constituency home as well 
as a late night taxi journey of £36. 

Helen was happy to have her expenses pub-

lished online but is hoping for a cheaper solu¬ 
tion than the IPSA scheme. 

She said: “Speaking as a tax payer I believe 
there are much cheaper and more efficient 
ways to administer and publish a claims sys¬ 
tem that will satisfy the need for transparency. 

“The IPSA, in my opinion, is not good value 
for money at the moment and they do make 
mistakes. Hopefully they will adopt and imple¬ 
ment a better system before the new financial 
year starts in 2011.” 

Mrs Grant’s claims were mid-table in terms 
of other MPs claims, with the most expensive 
coming from Keith Simpson, the Tory MP for 
Mid Norfolk, who was reimbursed £20,752. 

Nearby Rochester and Strood MP, Mark 
Reckless, was one of a handful who actually 


made no claims at all, begging the question how 
he funds his office without making any station¬ 
ary claims, staffing or office space. 

The published expenses also show David 
Cameron claimed £2,408.75 for research services. 

Labour MP Gloria De Piero, an ex-GMTV 
presenter, claimed £1 for some cleaning gloves 
from Netto, while the smallest individual claim 
lodged was by Pete Wishart, SNP representa¬ 
tive for Perth & North Perthshire, who claimed 
a ridiculous 14p in mileage, 

Overall, MPs claimed £3.1m for the first four 
months of this government, a stark contrast to 
the £96m bill for the whole of last year. 

Elsewhere, Chatham and Aylesford MP, 
Tracey Crouch, clocked up £6,319 while 
Gillingham and Rainham’s Rehman Chisthi, 
claimed back £4,758. 

According to these figures, the new system 
seems to be working in cutting MPs claims. 


Police call for ATM 
ram raid witnesses 

TWO suspected ram raiders have been 
arrested in connection with a Maidstone 
cash point robbeiy. 

The men - aged 32 and 49 - were ques¬ 
tioned after being linked to a Loose Road 
ATM theft carried out on Saturday, 
November 13. An excavator, taken from a 
nearby building site, was seen being driv¬ 
en into the wall of the Lloyds TSB bank 
causing structural damage at 3.38am. 

The ATM was quickly loaded onto a blue 
pick-up truck style vehicle that made off 
along Cripple Street towards Farley Hill. 
The excavator was left at the scene. 

The blue pick-up used in the raid had 
been stolen from a property in Woodchuch, 
Ashford, earlier that night and was locat¬ 
ed by police the following morning in 
Longend Road, Claygate, near Marden. 

No-one was hurt in the incident and no 
weapons were used. 

The two men have been bailed pending 
further enquiries until February 17,2011.

Did you see daytime attack? 


POLICE are desperate for witnesses to come 
forward after a man was beaten unconscious 
in an unprovoked daytime attack.

The teenager was pushed against a car 
before being repeatedly punched in the face 
and kicked until he was unconscious.

Officers have since arrested two 21-year-old 
men on suspicion of grievous bodily harm, 
they have been bailed until December 18. 


Leading the investigation is DC Debbie 
Prescott. She said: “This incident occurred in 
broad daylight and we believe there may be a 
number of witnesses who haven’t yet come 
forward. We believe a woman may have been 
standing in her front garden and that two 
cars passed at the time of the assault. 

“I would implore these or any other 
witnesses to come forward as they may 
have evidence which could prove vital to the 
investigation.”

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Indecency case 
teacher struck 
off care register 


A FORMER deputy headteacher 
who was convicted of possessing 
indecent images of a teenage pupil 
has been struck off the Social Care 
Register. 

The decision, made at a hearing in London 
last week, means that William Whillock, 57, 
will not be able to practise as a social worker. 

The teacher, known as Bill, of Headcom Road, 
Staplehurst, was the deputy head and in 
charge of child protection at The New School at 
West Heath, in Sevenoaks. 

A colleague reported him to the headmistress 
of the special school for children who have suf¬ 
fered abuse or trauma after spotting the 17- 
year-old victim writing “I love Bill” on a folder, 
and then discovering dozens of inappropriate 
text and media messages on her mobile phone. 

The police were called and found three inde¬ 
cent images on the teacher’s mobile phone and 
another 12 sent to him on the girl’s phone. 

Whillock, a father-of-three, was immediately 
suspended by the school and admitted possess¬ 
ing 15 indecent images of the schoolgirl when 


he appeared at Maidstone Crown Court earlier 
this year. 

He was sentenced to a three-year community 
order, ordered to attend a Community Sex 
Offender Group Programme and to have no 
contact with the victim for three years. 

The General Social Care Council (GSCC), the 
standards board for social workers, met in 
London on Tuesday, November 30 to consider 
misconduct charges against Whillock. 

He did not attend the hearing, but it went 
ahead in his absence and found him guilty of 
misconduct for having abused a vulnerable 
young person while being in a position of trust. 

The GSCC committee decided removing 
Whillock from the Social Care Register was the 
only option, as his misconduct was so serious as 
to preclude him from social work. 

It stated: “In the committee’s view, the regis¬ 
trant has played down his part in the miscon¬ 
duct, and he does not acknowledge or accept his 
responsibility for the exchanges between him¬ 
self and the young person, nor does he recog¬ 
nise the abusive nature of the relationship. 

“As a child protection officer with his experi¬ 
ence he should have been familiar with good

practice surrounding phone calls between vul¬ 
nerable young people and the professionals 
working with them. 

“Rather than discouraging the sending of 
images by the young person, he encouraged her. 

“In response to a photo of her genitals the reg¬ 
istrant’s text response was: ‘That’s so lovely, can 
I kiss it one day? X’. 

“Such behaviour is shocking in that it showed 
elements of grooming, and as such is disturbing 
and entirely inappropriate.” 

The committee added: “This misconduct is at 
the most serious end of the scale. Even if gen¬ 
uine insight and remorse had been demonstrat¬ 
ed, public confidence in social care services 
would be undermined if this matter were not 
dealt with by the most serious sanction.” 


Fines a warning to 
town's litter louts 

LITTER louts have been sent a 
Christmas warning as Maidstone magis¬ 
trates handed out a £175 fine. 

John Norman, of Ewell Avenue, West 
Mailing, was hammered by Maidstone 
Magistrates Court for discarding his 
rubbish in the town centre last month. 

Nr Norman was fined £175 plus a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £15. Magistrates also 
awarded Maidstone Borough Council 
costs totalling £50. 

On the same day, at the court in Palace 
Avenue, Valerie Renwick, of Park 
Avenue, Maidstone, was found guilty of 
dropping litter in the town centre. She 
was fined £117 and £15 surcharge. 

Cabinet Member for the Environment, 
Cllr Ben Sherreard, said: “These two 
results highlight how serious we are 
about tackling those who drop litter.” 

TVs to make life

ABOUT 400 jobs at the Royal Mail could 
be axed as four regional sorting offices 
move to a new flagship centre in 
Rochester. 

The facility is expected to start operat¬ 
ing in 2012 and will replace mail centres 
including one in Maidstone. 

The Royal Mail said it hoped to avoid 
compulsory redundancies but Dave 
Banbury, from the Kent branch of the 
postal workers' union the CWU, has said 
the plans are bad for morale. 

The company said it needed to change 
because of the reduction in the number 
of people sending letters because of a rise 
in other forms of communication such as 
email. 

Snow stopping air 
ambulance team 

THE snow has not been able to stop the 
Kent air ambulance team in their duties 
but it did force them to hunker down for 
the night at the helicopter base. 

For the second time this year, the 
white out forced crews to bed down for 
the night at their Marden headquarters 
near Maidstone. 

The decision for a specialist doctor and 
critical care paramedic to stay at the 
charity’s base came after several severe 
weather warnings from police last week. 

This meant the team were able to con¬ 
tinue to provide the county with a vital 
helicopter emergency service. 

Adrian Bell, chief executive of the Kent 
Air Ambulance said: “The dedication of 
our crews is exemplary.”

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Report reveals 
felon payback 
is an'easy ride'

CRIMINALS ordered to perform 
community service as punishment 
are getting off with being sent to 
work in charity shops. 

Despite the commonly-held view that con¬ 
victed felons should be forced to carry out 
tough jobs in full view of the public, a report 
into Kent Probation shows that many are 
instead getting an easy ride. 

Last year the county’s offenders completed 
279,231 hours of unpaid work, of which about 
half was in charity shops. 

The findings form part of a study by the 
Policy Exchange think tank, which describes 
community payback as “the weak link in the 
sentencing chain” due to its high breach rates 
and lack of focus on real punishment. 

“We know that a third of community sen¬ 
tences are not completed and one in 10 is ter¬ 
minated due to re-conviction,” said the organi¬ 
sation’s head of crime and justice, Blair Gibbs. 


“So in that sense the public are right to feel 
these sentences are failing, and the reality is 
that unfortunately community payback is not 
very effective as a punishment. 

“For instance in Kent the majority of place¬ 
ments were carried out in charity shops, which 
is not really what the public would expect. 

“Unless the community payback system is 
reformed then the public will continue to fund 
failure.” 

Justice Secretary Kenneth Clarke is due to 
publish a green paper on sentencing in the 
next fortnight which will introduce new pri¬ 
vate agencies, as opposed to probation servic¬ 
es, to enforce tougher community orders. 

According to Policy Exchange, about 250,000 
crimes a year are committed by those who 
have recently completed a community order. 

A YouGov poll showed that 60 per cent of the 
public think community sentences are a soft 
option, weak and undemanding, while just five 
per cent think they are good for rehabilitation. 

Furthermore, less than 10 per cent think 
working in a charity shop is a worthy punish¬ 
ment. Cleaning streets (56 per cent) is the pre¬

ferred option, followed by removing graffiti (44 
per cent). 

Kent Probation’s operations director Alan 
Dowie said the service works with a range of 
organisations to make offenders pay back to 
the community. 

“This is at the expense of the offender’s liberty 
and free time,” he added. “We make offenders do 
work that matches the needs of the community 
with the abilities of the offender. Helping chari¬ 


ties to run their shops allows us to find suitable 
unpaid work for a wider range of offenders - at 
no additional cost to the public purse - while 
still giving back to the community.” 

Mr Dowie added that for some years Kent 
Probation has been running a campaign ask¬ 
ing members of the public which jobs they 
want offenders to do.

Primaries under fire 
after failing Ofsted 

EDUCATION officials have defended the high 
number of primary schools failing Ofsted 
inspections by claiming assessments have 
been made tougher. 

In the last year 19 schools were either put in 
special measures or served notices to improve, 
with a handful failing to make inadequate 
progress in follow-up checks. 

It is the second time this year the county’s 
primaries have fallen under a negative spot¬ 
light, after SATs results revealed pupil per¬ 
formance was lower than the national average. 

Both Medway Council and Kent County 
Council defended the Ofsted findings, claiming 
the bar had been raised. 

But Gravesend-based education advisor 
Peter Read said if Ofsted was raising stan¬ 
dards then councils should be doing the same. 

“Medway Council must be very concerned 
about the number of failing primary schools. It 
is its responsibility to help improve stan¬ 
dards,” he said. “My question is if Ofsted has 
raised the bar then why aren’t local authori¬ 
ties doing the same?” 

Action 

A spokeswoman at Medway Council, where 
five schools in its area fell short in Ofsted 
inspections in 2009 and 2010, said the author¬ 
ity was working intensively with the schools. 

She also revealed that two of the primaries 
had been taken out of special measures after 
follow-up inspections. 

“We have taken robust action to secure 
immediate improvements in the remaining 
schools,” she said. 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, KCC cabinet member for 
children, families and education, defended pri¬ 
maries which had come under fire by Ofsted, 
claiming in recent months the bar had been 
raised with schools facing tougher inspections. 

“Kent is not alone in this. Schools across the 
country, which were previously adequate or 
better, have been tasked to make a range of 
improvements. 


A GOLDEN goodbye for Kent County 
Council’s former chief executive cost taxpay¬ 
ers £408,000 - more than double the amount 
disclosed by the authority. 

A report by the Audit Commission revealed 
that although Peter Gilroy walked away with 
£200,000 in May this year, the true cost to the 
council was considerably more. 

The actual amount paid out was £408,000 
when income tax and National Insurance 
contributions were taken into account, but 
this figure was not divulged to the public. 

The full cost was only revealed when the 
Audit Commission released its annual 
audit letter, discussed at a meeting at 
County Hall last Tuesday, criticising the 
authority for not presenting information 
adequately with regards to a number of 
senior staff payouts. 

The letter stated: “Effective decision-mak¬ 
ing and good governance requires decision 
makers to be presented with appropriate and 
sufficient information to make an informed 
decision.” 

Auditors said County Hall’s report in 2006 
to the personnel committee recommending a 
payment of £200,000 to Mr Gilroy - who 
accepted an extension of his contract term to 
2009 - “fell short” of the expected standards. 

They said it was brief and only concentrat¬ 
ed on the decision to agree a payment of 
£200,000 rather than looking at why or value 
for money. 

They also stated that the report did not set 
out the full cost to the council or explore alter¬ 
native options and it had not been shown to 
the finance director. 

But KCC leaders have defended the signif¬ 
icant payout to Mr Gilroy, who became chief 
executive in 2005, saying it was based on 
solid financial advice and was designed to 
ensure his pension was not affected after he 
agreed to stay on as head of the council.

A KCC spokesman said to secure Mr 
Gilroy’s extended service in November, 2006, 
the county council’s all-party Personnel 
Committee unanimously agreed to a varia¬ 
tion in his contract brought about by changes 
to pension laws. 

“The Audit Commission’s letter recognises 
that appropriate advice was sought to deter¬ 
mine the financial impact on the chief execu¬ 
tive if he extended his contract,” he said. 


“The payment of £200,000 (£408,000 
including income tax and National 
Insurance) meant that he was not disadvan¬ 
taged by extending his contract as a result of 
changes to national pension legislation. 

“The payment of £200,000 did not enhance 
his remuneration package and the Audit 
Commission’s letter acknowledges this.” 

Mr Gilroy, who was described as an out¬ 
standing public servant and chief executive 
by KCC, was paid £214,000 in his salary last 
year. 

He received no bonuses for 2009/10 but was 
paid £10,615 in 2009/10 for performance in 
2008/09. 

“We believe the decision to make this pay¬ 
ment was the right one, in order to secure the 
continued services of a chief executive who 
had delivered exceptional results for Kent 
County Council and for Kent residents,” said 
the KCC spokesman. 

The Audit Commission’s report laid out rec¬ 
ommendations for future decision-making 
reports to provide a full, balanced picture of 
circumstances, record different options avail¬ 
able and look at value for money. 

The KCC spokesman said: “We accept the 
Audit Commission’s recommendation and 
any report produced now would be more 
detailed. 

“However, all the questions raised by the 
committee members at the time were 
answered in full and all information about 
the issue was made available to them. 

“The Audit Commission’s letter confirms 
that the decision taken was both lawful and 
reasonable.” 

At Tuesday’s meeting of the Governance 
and Audit Committee Lib Dem councillor 
Tim Prater called for the system to be put 
right. 

“Anything that now goes forward, all of this 
needs to be taken into account,” he said.

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Clever twist between good and 
evil but film fails to be distinctive

SUPERMAN wouldn’t be quite so 
super without scheming Lex 
Luthor, while Batman’s cowl and 
utility belt would gather dust were 
it not for the maniacal Joker. 

Good and evil live side by side, locked in a 
perpetual tug of war. 

Light or dark occasionally triumphs but 
invariably the balance of power shifts between 
them. 

Directed by Tom McGrath, who previously 
made Madagascar and its sequel, Megamind 
is a fast-paced computer animated adventure 
that asks if a villain could become a hero when 
the entire world is pitted against him. 

The role reversal taps into a rich vein of 
humour and screenwriters Alan J Schoolcraft 
and Brent Simons have fun plundering the 
conventions of the genre. 

They pepper the script with pop culture ref¬ 
erences, wry one-liners and visual gags like 
the No You Can’t posters which the epony¬ 
mous villain plasters over the city in a sly dig 
at Barack Obama’s election promises. 

There is also an affectionate nod to Marlon 
Brando’s scenery-chewing portrayal of 
Superman’s father Jor-El. 

However, in a vintage year for dazzling, fam¬ 
ily-friendly animation led by Toy Story 3 and 
How To Train Your Dragon, McGrath’s film 
lacks that special something to distinguish it 
from the crowd. 

Megamind (voiced by Will Ferrell) is sepa¬ 
rated from his alien parents as a child and 
crash-lands on Earth, where he grows up in 
the Metro Prison For The Criminally Gifted. 

Surrounded by thieves, murderers and 
degenerates, he discovers his calling. 

“Being bad is the one thing I’m good at!” he 
giggles, sowing the seeds of a lifelong rivaliy 
with dashing hunk Metro Man (Brad Pitt), who 
gets all of the applause and the girls, including 
TV journalist Roxanne Ritchi (Tina Fey). 

Miraculously, one of Megamind’s elaborate 


plans comes to fruition and Metro Man is 
destroyed, allowing the villain and his loyal 
henchman, Minion (David Cross), to take 
charge of Metro City. 

Unthinkably, the villain develops strong feel¬ 
ings for Roxanne. 

“The one thing I do know: the bad guy never 
gets the girl,” Minion reminds him. 

“Maybe I don’t want to be the bad guy,” 
shockingly replies Megamind. 

Perhaps Roxanne’s snivelling cameraman 
(Jonah Hill) could provide a novel solution to 
the predicament. 

Megamind is a lively affair and makes good 


use of the 3D technology during the action 
sequences. 

Vocal performances are strong and Ferrell 
tugs the heartstrings as the lead protagonist, 
who is tired of striking fear into everyone he 
meets. 

Tom McGrath’s film appropriates elements 
from Shrek and The Incredibles and produces 
an entertaining hybrid that should have par¬ 
ents chuckling with glee. 

However, with the focus on the unlikely 
romance and a noticeable absence of cute sup¬ 
porting characters, young audiences may be 
bored out of their not-so-mega minds.

FLASHBACK: Ian Hislop looks at the people who changed 
Victorian Britain in a new BBC history series on Monday nights 


NINETEENTH century history can be 
pretty boring particularly on the domestic 
front. All I can remember is the endless 
arguments that surrounded the repeal of 
the Com Laws and I’ve forgotten what 
they were. 

Despite this, Ian Hislop has chosen the 
leading figures in social change that hap¬ 
pened during that time as the focus of his 
new series. 

In ‘The Age of the Do-Gooders’ (Monday 
BBC2 9pm) he puts the spotlight on men 
and women who looked at Victorian broken 
Britain and said, “Something must be done” 
and more importantly, “I am going to do it”. 

He has chosen men such as William 
Wilberforce, who successfully campaigned 
to have slavery abolished in the British 
Empire. Although his most famous achieve¬ 
ment, he was also involved in setting up the 
RSPCA and other moral cmsades. 

A reformed lad-about-town himself the 
programme revealed he had a vision one

night of a decayed and decadent society. 
Wilberforce vowed to change his ways and 
expected everyone else to do the same. 

In fact satirists like Mr Hislop of the 
time, painted him as a bit of a spoilsport. 

When the country was changing rapidly 
because of the industrial revolution these 
busybodies introduced changes that made 
Britain a modem society with a conscience. 

Another revolutionary the programme 
focused on was Charles Trevelyan who bat¬ 
tled to reform the civil service. His new 
exams meant people were appointed on 
merit and no longer in politicians’ pockets. 

In the area of social housing Octavia Hill 
became a leading figure. She bought up 
houses to rent to the poor. She was a strict 
landlady demanding homes be kept clean 
and were regularly inspected by her follow¬ 
ers. She opposed cash hand-outs or anything 


that might create a dependency culture but 
essentially invented the field of social work. 

Hislop intersperses the show with chats 
to commentators such as the Archbishop of 
Canterbury Dr Rowan Williams. 

The series opened with him wearing a 
tall top hat making him appear like a cross 
between Bertie Bassett and Penfold from 
Dangermouse. 

Although a worthy examination of his 
subjects’ achievements it could have 
focused more on the character of his idols. 
The Private Eye editor is an interesting 
presenter but the programme was too full 
of him talking to camera. I would have 
liked to have heard more from the Do- 
Gooders themselves. 

However, if you like your history present¬ 
ed in a straightforward manner, this pro¬ 
gramme gives these pioneers the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve. Most of us take for 
granted their reforms which make life so 
much better for us today.

surprisingly comfortable and good at handling 
the bumps and thumps of roads still scarred 
by the winter of 2009/10. 

Even with the roof folded, the boot is large 
for this class and I can imagine Renault 
sticking batteries in the back for a future 
electric Wind - would anyone bet against ads 
featuring wind turbines? 

The cabin is fairly short of stowage though, 
with minimal door pockets, so the most likely 
buyer must stash her handbag behind one of 
the seats if she is carrying a passenger. 

And she won’t like the exterior door handles 
either; I have it on good authority that these 
will play merry hell with the manicure. 

Our flagship Collection model had the leather 
and heated seats pack (£950) and sporty touch¬ 
es such as alloy pedals, leather-clad wheel and 
gearshift, and a red visor crowning the clocks 
and gauges in the binnacle.

Market is still under 
pressure as sales fall 

HM REVENUE & Customs has 
revealed a slump in the number of 
homes sold in October in the UK. 

According to its figures, 79,000 homes 
valued at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on 
an annual basis. 

However, the figure was 1,000 higher 
than that for September. 

The ongoing lack of mortgage avail¬ 
ability and economic uncertainty contin¬ 
ues to put pressure on the housing mar¬ 
ket, say analysts. 

Recently the British Bankers’ 
Association revealed a further fall in the 
number of new mortgages approved by 
the major banks in October. 

According to the BBA, the number of 
new mortgages approved in the month fell 
to 30,766, down from 31,058 in September 
- representing the lowest level since 
March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures have confounded analysts’ 
expectations of a rise to 31,300 and con¬ 
tinue to suggest that the mortgage mar¬ 
ket will remain subdued over the coming 
months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and 
the Bank of England have both reported 
falls in mortgage lending over recent 
months. 

Lack of rentals homes 
will lead to price hikes 

THE average price of renting a home in 
Britain is “definitely” set to increase in 
the short term and could continually rise 
over the next two years, the property 
website LettingZone has said. 

Mark Gamer, founder and director of 
the group, says that many tenants are 
choosing to stay in their existing homes 
in a bid to save money. As a result, fewer 
properties are coming on to the market. 

“Rents are definitely on the way up 
purely because of the lack of supply,” he 
said. 

“There are no new properties coming 
on the market, so supply and demand 
[means] rent prices will go up. They 
won’t race away, but they will go up a few 
per cent definitely.” 

Mr Garner’s comments follow a 
Rightmove report, which found that 41.7 
per cent of British tenants expect rental 
prices to rise in the coming year. 

He went on to say that changes to local 
housing allowance in 2011 could result 
in further rental price increases, due to 
the intensifying “pressure” placed on the 
private rented sector.

During his career he met Walt Disney after 
his father worked at Disney’s UK studios, The 
Beatles and the Jacksons, having worked on 
The Jackson 5 series. 

He also has a wide experience of extras work 
in the film industry, having been involved with 
Mr Bean, Harry Enfield, Silent Witness, The 
Bill and EastEnders. 

But his other festive career began when wife 
Daphne volunteered him many years ago to do 
a local Father Christmas gig for the play¬ 
school in Woodchurch. 

Ever since, Geoff has done hundreds of 
Father Christmas bookings and is one of the 
UK’s top Father Christmases. 

He has been the man in the red suit at Jose 
Carreras’s birthday party, the official Santa for 
the Comet Christmas TV campaign - including 
having his lifesize cut-out appear in all their 
stores.

FORMER Maidstone player Dan Caprice 
was part of a victorious England squad that 
clinched the Dubai Sevens crown on Sunday. 

The winger has become a regular fixture in 
the sevens squad and the 21-year-old’s pace 
and finishing were on show once again, as he 
helped England to victoiy. 

While England celebrated their triumph 
after winning the final 29-21 against the 
much fancied Samoans, the tournament did 
not begin smoothly. 

The side, captained by Ben Gollings, strug¬ 
gled in the early stages and it was only two

Stones' return home is a 
way off yet, warns Ash 


MAIDSTONE United’s proposed 
ground at James Whatman Way 
will cost as much as £1 million and 
the club are unlikely to end their 
exile until the 2012/2013 season. 

The Ryman Premier League club have been 
striving to return to the county town ever since 
their reformation in 1992. 

Despite progress being made on their plans, 
co-owner Oliver Ash believes United will have 
to endure at least another season away from 
Maidstone and will have to raise a substantial 
amount of money to get work on the ground up 
and running. 

The Stones, who were taken over by proper¬ 
ty developer Ash and Maidstone businessman 
Terry Casey in October, are close to unveiling 
the new plans for the James Whatman Way 
ground, which was originally granted planning 
permission in 2004.

The club are awaiting final costings for the 
stadium but Ash, who has helped Brive Rugby 
Club with their new stadium, believes the 
build will cost at least £1 million and won’t be 
in use until the season after next. 

This means the Stones almost definitely will 
be playing away from the town next season, 
possibly at Ashford Town’s Homelands 
Stadium, where the club are two years into a 
three-year ground share agreement. 

Ash said: “It is going to cost at least £1 mil¬ 
lion if you include all the bits and pieces. I 
would be surprised if it much under a million 
because of where the ground is. 

“The ground is near water so foundation 
work and the preparatory work is quite expen¬ 


sive and we have got a land bank we have got 
to shore up. 

“I don’t think we would be allowed to change 
grounds mid-season, so we won’t be ready for 
next season so we will have to contemplate 
another season away, but I don’t know where 
at this stage. The chances are we might be able 
to get the ground ready during the season or by 
the end of next year, but the league may not let 
us change in the middle of a season.” 

While a construction date remains unknown, 
the club are now able to use the ground site 
after paying off a Maidstone council loan and 
are planning to raise funds by using the site as 
a car park for the town’s Christmas shoppers. 
The Park on the Pitch scheme will be open at 
the weekend and all-day parking will cost £5. 

Ash added: “This is something which is very 
important to us as we aim to reduce the losses 
this season. In the sense the club’s presence is 
back in the town, but the club is not a car park 
operator.”

The Bearsted golfer, who lost her European 
Tour card in 2008 after a season plagued by 
injuries, made the trip to Spain’s La Manga 
alongside another 164 golfers bidding for tour 
cards at the first stage of Tour Qualifying 
School last week. 

The 27-year-old has only played seven 
events this year on the LET, but she soon 
found her form on the course, carding rounds 
of 74,72,72 and 70 which saw her finish fourth 
in her section of the draw. The performance 
was enough to see Masters progress to the 
final qualifying stage at the venue, beginning 
next Wednesday, where 30 tour cards will be 
awarded. 

She said: “I’m very happy with it. I think it 
was the first time I carded two rounds under 
par in the same event for about two years. 
With Tour Qualifying School you have to just 
see what happens as it is completely different 
from anything else as the prize at the end is 
your livelihood, it’s massive.” 

Masters is desperate to return to the Tour 
and in a bid to improve her game she has 
sought help from golf psychologist Karl 


Steptoe, who has also been working with 
Ashford’s European Tour golfer Benn Barham. 
She believes working with Steptoe is already 
starting to produce results. 

She said: “I’ve been working with Karl 
Steptoe, which has really helped and he has 
been teaching me to play golf with my own 


personality. I feel I have been worrying too 
much about the final outcome at events some¬ 
times. This year I have played in a few tourna¬ 
ments on the tour, but they have been so 
spread out that I had been building them up 
too much as I thought this could be the one 
where I retain my card at.”
